Kw&ngtung provi .*„ial authorities also ordered 
hsxen governments not to permit persons between the ages of 18 and 35 years to 
go to Macao or Hong Kong 1 1 "" * 


On *,5 ^ebruary 1952 the South China Military Area ordered all military sub- 
districts to enlist in the local militia all youths between 18 and 35 years of 
age except those engaged in productive work, and ordered all military sub- 
districts, hsien, and municipal militia headquarters to stress the importance 
of unified training. Militia sub-units were to be formed at the hsien and 
municipal levels and incorporated into larger units at the hsien level which 
were to be directly under the command of the military sub-districts* Trained 
militia were to be used as replacements for regular army troops. 
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On 8 February the Chinese Communists started organizing an Aid Korea Women* s 
Working Corps in ITanch °ang „ Kiangsl* By 16 February one battalion of this 
corps had been formed consisting of three companies of 120 women per company.
